Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the Citizens of Mt. Holly: 


My report on the operation of the Mt. Holly Central Elementary School, 
for its first full school year and calendar year will also be my last. I can- 
not claim an undue amount of credit for the accomplishment of the build- 
ing program but do share in the great joy of seeing the turn to a progressive 
town. I wish to share any credit which is due me as well as blame when 
the tax bill is paid. I know what this means though I pay no Mt. Holly tax. 


I do wish to emphasize that the school tax rate in Mt. Holly is still 
low and with the computation of the 1958-59 budget, a much below state 
average tax rate is requested. It is also worthy of note that the bond issue 
is of 15 years duration, one yearly payment already paid. Therefore, by the 
time the children already born in Mt. Holly as of January 1, 1958 complete 
grade eight, the building financing will have been completed. Its usage for 
succeeding generations will be free of indebtedness except for whatever 
additions become necessary. 


It is notable that Mt. Holly is ready to meet the “new era” of education 
with such facilities. For the first time in 25 years teachers’ salaries will be 
relatively comparable to that of others. You will note that three teachers 
must be paid a total of nearly $10,000. This figure will continue to climb 
until each will attain her legal minimum of $3,800. per year. With additional 
training a teacher will reach $4,500. if she has a degree, this is minimum. 
Maximums will be decided locally. Soon there will be a legal minimum for 
superintendents, I presume. 


The centralized school makes way for continued curriculum improve- 
ment. In the past year text books have been standardized, for the most part. 
In the near future improvements will be brought into the curriculum. At 
this time I heartily recommend that the reading system be replaced with 
one of more recent publication. The allocation of $400. for textbooks for 
the next school year will make possible a start in this department. Were I 
to continue in the district, | would at this time recommend a replacement. 
I will discuss this with my successor. 


It is interesting to note that the enrollment in September 1957 exceeded 
the 1956 figure by ten. This is a 13.9% increase. Since the graduating class 
in 1956 was but three, this is not indicative of a trend. However, I do believe 
that the 1956 figure was a low for the current decade. I do believe further 
that in the near future, four teachers will be necessary to take care of the 
enrollment. 


Now that experienced teachers are engaged throughout the school and 
grade placement is smoothing out since the centralization, I recommend a 
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more extensive testing program. While we have been using achievement 
tests every year, I now recommend additional types of testing including 
mental ability tests at grade one and two additional levels before grade 
eight. While the original testing would include every child, in future years 
it would be given to but three grades per year. 


It is indeed a difficult break to make when I leave the district after 
twelve & one-half years. This I do not do without mixed emotion. I have seen 
many boys and girls leave the Mt. Holly schools for high school and college 
training, and other advanced courses. Many.have taken employment at var- 
ious levels of training. I have seen Mt. Holly change from a seven one-room 
school system to a modern central school system with transportation pro- 
vided for 75% of the pupils. In my early years I was often reminded that 
transportation for school children was impossible due to several factors. 
Now these factors, poor roads, little equipment and some mental reserva- 
tions have been cared for. Each of you is proud of the advancement and 
the beginning of a new era. This was in advance of the first man made 
satellite and it was of your own creation. 


My successor is Kenneth Severson. I shall hope that your cooperation 
with him will bring to his years the same rate of progress as it did to 
mine. I am pleased to share the strides of progress with you and wish for 
Mt. Holly many more years of achievement, a model for rural advancement 
in public schools, the pattern for years to come.

This is the twenty-second annual report which I have made to the cit- | 
izens of Mt. Holly regarding State payments in your municipality of various 
types of assistance and welfare during 1957. The support and cooperation of 
town officers and people generally over this long period is gratefully ac- 
knowledged. We have some measure of responsibility for 12,000 individuals 
and annually spend about six million dollars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs has not changed 
substantially for several years. Due to the extension of Social Security, the 
number receiving Old Age Assistance has declined but those receiving Aid 
to the Permanently and Totally Disabled have increased. Supplementation 
of inadequate amounts of Social Security benefits is an increasing role of 
Public Assistance. Towns and cities participate financially in two of the 
programs as indicated below. Administrative expenses for the four types 
of Public Assistance have always been among the lowest in the nation. In 
one state the recipient receives less than eighty-two cents out of the assist- 
ance dollar. In Vermont the recipient received ninety-six cents.
